The Lords holy ſei uice a- 
monge that people hath many corruptions and 
more wants. Their calc in regarde therofis very 
itifull. Few or none there be who are thorowly 
touched to haue compaſſion thereof. The means 
of redreſſe is in the hands of this aſſenibly, who 
are met together, to the end that al the ſubiects 
of this kingdome, may with fredome and liberty 
acquaint them with the ir ſuits and Petitions, for 
the promotinge of Gods Weihen the good of 
heir cuntry.

Tlie reaſon that mooucth me thereunto, is the 
diſcharge of my duty towards the Lord my God, 
towards his Church, towatdes my natiue coun- 
try,and towards you of tlus honorable afſcmblic, 
which coulde not land with my ſilence nowe in 
this ſuit. Concerring the Lorde, becauſe j ama | 
pore wretched ſinner, vpon whom he hath ſhew- 
ed great mercies, in pardoning mygreat offences 
often committed againſt his maieſtie; I haue by 
his grace taken a bonde of my ſelfe, to ſecke the 
promoting of his honor by al means poſſible: and 
in the ſeeking thereof, to vtter the truth as far as 
my calling wil permit, without reſpect of perſon, 
time. place, eſtate, or conditiõ of life x hatſoeuerʒ 
and ſo to become an vtter enemie vnto all theſe 
corruptions(by what autho ritie or perſon ſoeuer 
they be maintained) whereby his holy ſeruice is 
hindred.

againſt al the detractors therof, euẽ with the loſſe 
of my life when it ſhalbe needful; the ſtaine and 
diſcredit of denying gods heauenly truth, the paſ- 
ſage joyned with the continuance of the lamen- 
table miſcrie of ſoules, and the defence of mon-

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ſtrous impietie, euẽ in gods own houſe,vn!cs you 
yeeld vnto the ſuit, whervnto at this preſent you 
are entreated to be fauorable. As for rhe Church 
of God into which | haue bin begotten thorowe 
the word preched, by means of my abode in Eng- 
lande, in thele peaceable dayes of her highnes, I 
haue wliolly dedicated my (cle to ſecke the flou- 


| riſking eſtate thereof by labouring to beutiſie the 


ſame, boch in the pluc ing vp by the rootes, of 
theſe filthie Italian weedes, wherwith it 1s nowe 
miſerably deformed; ind planting therein what. 
ſoeuer might be forthe comlines of Gods urch- 
ard, in reſpect of my poore countrey; becauſe it 
p' caſed the Lord of life that therin I firſt laue the 
light of th unde, and haue been by my parents 
there liuing, brought vp in both the vniuerſities of 
this land, to the end if euet the Lord enabled me, 
Lihould procure the good of my natiue country- 
men. I hau2 yowed my ſelie durituily to benefite 
them al che waics I may.Andin doing them good, 
purpoſe not to reſpect mine own quietnes, yea 
or life, where my death can wit: them the goſpel, 
And wherein ſhal i ſtand my deare cuntrimen in 
any ſtecd, if not by ſpealting in their behalf then, 
hen their wantes are moſt piriful, & they not a- 
le, or not . Illing, to make knowne their miſerie? 
not in bleſſing thei; deaf ears, in remouing the 
umblinge blocke from before the eie s of the 
linde? if not in labouringe to bring them to hea- 
en,who of their one natures ſhould line c ter- 
ally in aworſe place to their woe? Their miſery 
tthis day conſiſting partly, in the great 1gno- 
ance of God wherein they liue, partly in thoſe 
orruptions and valawful callings, where by the

Church generally within her maieſties domini · 
ons is peſtered;lam nowe with all humilytie to 
ſeeke the redre ſſe both of the one and the other 
at the handes ot this honorable aſſembly. This 
ignoraunce alſo, and theſe corruptions ſtanding 
as enemies in the way to hinder my bretheren 
from eternal life, ] profeſſe my ſelfe to ſeeke their 
overchrowe and confuſion, and by the Lords aſ- 
ſiſtance as longe as I liue, neuet leaue either of 
both, vntill che Church of God in Wales be diſ- 
burdzned of ſuche vnnaturall plantes. Con- 
cerniug you of this honorable — prong No 
haue reccaucd the former bleſſings throughe 
your handes by meanes of the outward peace, 
whereot᷑ hir right excellent maieſtie hath made 
the whole land partaker from the Lord, l cannot 
of conſcience; but in moſt humble ſubmiſſion & 
reuerent manner, put you in mind: of the eſtate 
wherein you ſtand before the Lord, vnleſle at 
this your mectinge, there be order taken, for the 
reforming in Wales of ſuch things as now ſhalbe 
made known vnto you to be amiſſe, and you ear- 
neftly with all reauerence and dutie, entreated 
ta reforme. May it pleaſe you therefore to vnder- 
ſtand, that there is not only ſuch a defect of the 
ſeruice of the euerluing God in all the publike 
mectinges for the moſt part, of all the inhabi- 
tantes of Wales, hit maicſties free borne ſubiects 

and people: as tne moſt pariſhes within that cun 
try, want the means of ſaluation, and haue wan- 
ted the lame all this time of her proſperous gc 
ernment: but alſo that there is ſuch corrupti 
ons in that part of Gods ſeruice which is eſta 
bliſhed, as the Lords holy and ſacted miniſterie 
WIL 
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with al other eccleſiaſtical functions, pertayning 
vnto the outward ſeruice of God, and rhe gouern- 
ment of his Church, are moſt intollerablie abu- 
ſed, and ptophaned hy ſuch as are there tolleta- 
ted to intermedle with them. And may it pleale 
you in like ſort, that ſome order may be taken, 
whereby the ſeruice of God in his pure worſhip, 
being as you heate, many waies defective and 
corrupt among the people, may be withour delay 
reſtored vnto the integritie, which ſhalbe accep- 
table in the ſiglit of God, and the meanes of their 
ſaluation who profeſſe the ſame. This moſt hum- 
ble and moſt waightie petition, Iam the rather 
encoraged at this time to prefer, in as much as 
itdorh not only tend to rhe ſaluation of many 
thouſandes ſou les. wWhõ now (alaſſe)periſh in mi- 
ſerable darknes and ignotrance, but concerneth 
the ſurtheta gcc den is che point eſpecially ro 
be reſpected, of the pure and ſincere worſhip of 
che eternall God. And it is that cauſe, being wy 
ſecond incouragement, which you of. this high 
court of parliament profeſſe all of you ro ſauour. 
For who is he that will not profeſſe him ſelf to be 
the fauorer of a ſuit tending to the honor of cod, 
and the deliuerance of men from eternall vo 
and perdition? And it is that cauſe herein e- 
uery of you are bound vpõ your alegeance vnto 
the Lord and her maieſty, laying al other maters 
aſide, firſt and principalſyro dealeʒ and foto deale 
as you ſuffer not your Tales for any worldly re- 
ſpectes, either by the virer reiecting, or by the 
cold and careleſſe intertaining hereof, to betraie 
God, to betray his truth, to betraie the ſaluation 


of men, and to betray the whole kingdome * 
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the fiery wrath of Gods heauie diſpleaſure: Of all 
which ſinnes the Lord himſelſe findeth and pro- 
nounceth eugry one of yon to be guiltic, that 
will not lahour at this time of your aſſemblie, for 
the promoting of the cauſe nowe in hand. And 
howeſoeuer in fofmer times, he hath ſeemed hi - 
therto to wincke at the careleſſe re ſpect, which 
you haue had to his true ſeruice: yet you are now 
to vndetſtand, that it is to be feared, leſt ſhame- 
full ard ſpeedie deſtruction wil betide the whole 
kingdome, it the ſuite wherevppon the worthipp 
of Gods owne Maieſtie ſtandethʒbe as flenderly 
entreoted of the parliament of England, as alway 
heretofoge it hath bene. And that the petition 
may apear to be no other, then that, which he by 
whome alone all kingdoms and common welths 
arc maintained, requireth without contradiction 
to be graunted,by this honourable aſſemblie, ex- 
cept his heauie wrath and diſpleaſure, would be 
procured ypon the whole land. And that it may 
apear to be no other then that, the graunt where 
of, is the onlie way to ſaue them on whoſe be- 
half it is made;no other the that which no ſtate, 
no kingdom, no councell, prince, potentate, high 
or lowe can denie, except they would ſhewe them 
ſelues to haue no care of religion and pietic: that 
theſe thinges Iſay may appear, we are to conſider 
more at large of the petition, and then whether 


it be ſuch, as ypon the denial thereof, the wrath. 
and anger of God is to be expected, for to fal vp- 
on them, who ſhall denie the ſame, and the whol 


and for their ſinne. Nowe therefore, if there be 


nothing elſe required at your hand,in this whole. 
treatiſe following, but that which the Lord 148 
4 ſelſe 
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ſelfe from heauen, pronounceth to be ſo necrly 
joined with the former points; as vpon the refu- 
{all of the ſuite,you ſhal openly declare, that you 
are an allembly wherein x Lords cauſe thal nor 
be hard;an aflemblic wherein the felicitie of mi- 
ſerable men ſliall not be reſpected; an aſſembly 
who wittingly and willingly call for the iudge- 
ments of God ypon the whole kingdome; an aſ- 
ſembly wherein trueth, religion, and pietie can 
beate no ſwaye: then I hope that none will be 
found in this honorable court, to be ſuch an ene- 
mie vnto the honor of God, the fclicit.e of men, 
and the quiet ſtate of this common wealth: none 
lo prophane,wicked,and irreligious, as euen to 
thinke that the conſultation of this matter may 
be differred. But if on the other (ide, the ſuite be 
founde to be of no ſuch importance, as before is 
expre ſſed, or if! be found to write any thing im- 
pertinent ynto the former po:nts,cr not to haue 
behaued my ſelfe ſo dutifull in my ſtile and ma- 
ner of writing towards this honorable court, as it 
became the baſeſt vaſſel vader heauen, haumg a 
calling to deale inthe like cauſe, to carie hiwſclt 
tow ardes the princes of his people, then let not 
my life be precious in your ſight. Here thereſc re, 
with all humility and reuerence, before the eter- 
nall God, his elect Angels and Church, her right 
excellent, our dread ſoueraigne, Queene E x 1- 
ZABETH; I call euerye one of you to recorde, 
that vpon the perill of my life, I will ſnewe, that 
you cannot bur giue care vnto the ſuite, which 1s 
now preferred vnto you , though by my baſe and 
ſinnefull hands, except you will negle& the ho- 
nor of God, ſer light by the ſaluation of his 2 
Ples 
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ple, endanger the ſtate of her Maieſty (whom the 
Lord long preſcru: vnto his glorie) with the 
whole kingdome, and proc laime vnto the world, 
that all religion and truth is periſhed from a- 
monge you. My manner of dealing here m, as it 
ſhalbe by the grace of God in all dutie and ſub- 
miſſionzas writing vnto thoſe, whole authornie 
and places, l am not without great reuerence to 
conſider, ſo thal it be plaine and free without mi- 
niſhing or clipping any part of the truethſfor the 
feare or fauor of any creature ) which it concer- 
neth you to heare; wherein | will vtter nothin 
bur that, which by the aſſiſtaunce of God, I wil 
ſeale with my blood, if l ſhall be driuen therevn- 
to. Ihe reaſon moouing me to ſo free and plaine 
a kind of writing, as neither I dealing in the ſame 
cauſe, nor yet any cls before me haue vſed,is not 
(the Lord is my witnes) becauſe [ would hereby, 
arrogate vnto my felte, the prayſe of a bolde re- 
buker of ſtates, & great perſonagesʒbut it is firſt, 
becauſe I deale in that matter, vpon the goodnes 
whereof, l may preſume to ſpeak the whole truth 
of Godcheciall writing vnto an aſſemb ly pro- 
felling true religion. Secondly, becauſe the ſuite 
is put vp vnto them, xho although they profeſſe 
to {ecke the honor of God: yet haue heretofore 
altogether vndutifully refuſed to giue the hea- 
ring vnto any motion tending vnto the referma- 
tion of the religion, which they pretend to fauor 
and profeſſe. Some of them thinking the caute at 
all not worthie to b delt in. Others, not altoge- 
ther diſliking the ſuite, iudged notwithſtanding 
the time wherein it was to be handled, not to be 
as yet come. Becaulſe they ſaw that the baſe and 
ſupplis 
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ſupplicatorie maner whereby it deſired rhe hea- 
ring, mad: al othet cauſes comming with autho- 


rity from men, to be preferred before it. Ihe moſt 


who in deede ſineerely fauoreth the eauſe haue 
thought it to be a gaineles matter to deale at all 
therein, For as much as it is the generall voyce 
of all men, that reformation cannot be taken in 
hand,wizhoutthe high and heauie diſpleaſure of 
her Maieſtie ho (to ſpeake as 1 am perſwade d) 
being borne in hand, by the vngodly perſwaſions 
of ſome godleſſe and irreligious men of the Ec- 
cleſiaſtical ſtate,thatthe Church within her Ma- 
ieſties dominions,cannot be ata better ſtay then 
It is; hath not without great re alon, bene hither- 
to the hardliar induced to haue the c auſe of re- 
ligion againe dealt in, vhich the is per ẽwaded al- 
together to be ina tollerable ſort, according to 
the will ofher God. Being alſo vndutifully bor ne 
in hand that the ende uour of reforming religion 
is nothing elſe, but a new fangled and ſeditious 
attempt, proceeding from the factious & diſcon- 
tented braines of thole, who are ſlandered to de- 
ſite thereby nothing els, but the alteration of 
the preſent ſtate, dangerous to her ioyol crowne 
and perſon, and rumous vnto the whole king- 
dome, In reſpect whereof, the eauſe offering it 
ſelfe againe to be conſidered of this high courr; 
it became the ſame to come, with a maieſtic all 
and ter ih ing countenance; that if it pleaſed the 
Lorde,it nught this way for feare compel] them 
dutifully to ſtoupe vnto it, xhoſe fauor and good 
liking in a peaceable manner, hitherto it coa'de 
by no means procure. And it became it ſo routter 
it elfe, as withall it might appeare, that the en- 
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terpriſe of reforming religion, is not a mattet 
tendinge to the diſtmbinge of the common- 
wealth, and the diſliking of her Maieſtie. Except 
men would flanderoufly ſurmiſe the eſtate ofthis 
kingdome, to be ſo out of ſquare, as Gods truech 
cannot haue paſſage therein, without the immi- 
nent ruine of al, and ſlanderouſſy report her Ma- 
ieſties will and affection, to be then intollerably 
croſſed, when the will of her God, is ſought to be 
eſtablithed : which afſertions,ſhalbe manifeſted 
to be grieuous , and vndutifull ſlaunders againſt 
hir Maicſtie and the ſtateʒby the opening of ſuch 
thinges as being amille within Wales, the Lorde 
requireth to be reformed, at the handes of her 
Maieſtie and this Parliament. | 

The wants therefore, and corruptions of the 
ſeruice of God in Wales, joyned with the miſery 
of that people are; firſtꝭ in that the moſt congre- 
gations within tliat countrie, haue all this time 
of the Goſpell preached in Englande, had no o- 
ther ſeruice of God, for the working of faytli and 
repentance ſounding in them, but ſuch, as where- 
by the people par taking the ſame, cannot poſſi- 
bly he ſaued ordinarily. Miſtake me not. For I doe 
not ſaye, that eyther that ſcruice, which all this 
time of her Maieſties gouerment they haue had, 
and now haue, is idolatrous, or that by the pub- 
like authotitie of her Maieſtie and the Parba- 
ment, they haue bin publikely enjoyned, to pro- 
felle any other religo, then that only true rtligi- 
on, in the profeſſiõ wherof alone, ordinary ſalua- 
tion is to be had. But I affirme that God is not o- 
thetwiſe ſcrued in the moſt aſſe mblies there,

I doe not ſolace my 
ſelf in conſidering the miſerie of my natiue cun- 
trimen, neither do l thinke thereof at all, vnleſſe 
it be to bewaile their eſtate, and to conſider how 
it may be redreſſed. This 1 may ſay of them with- 
out offence, that they neuer as yet for the moſt 
part, enjoyed the preaching of the Goſpell, ſince 
they wer profeſſed idolators ynder poperie. No 
hat felicitie concerning ſpirituall things, a pro- 
feſſion without the Goſpell preached can haue, 
the ſame they may enjoye I denie not.

which he hath, by the free conſent, good liking 
and authoritye of thoſe ſtates, who voluntarily 
ſubmit themſelues vnto his idolatrous religic 
But you the Bb.of Landaff, Davids, Bangor, 
Aflaph in Wales, haue no other warrant to be 
biſhops, that is, to joyne both magiſtracie and mi 
niſterie together, and claime vnto your ſelue 
authority ſpirituall( in deed according to the ſp 
rite that ruleth in the ayre, as the Apoſile ſaych 
ouer your fellowe — then the conſtituti 
ons ot man, to witt; the will and pleaſure of he 
Maieſty and this high court of parliament. Ther 
fore you the ſa.d L.biſhopps,haue no other war 
rant for your Lordſhips and ſuperioritie ouer e 
ther miniſters,the the © pope hath for his ſupreat 
authoritie, and vniverſall prerogatiue, As for hi 
crueltie, pride, and idolatrous protefſion;far be ii 
but I ſhould make difference berweene you aui 
him.

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To conclude this point. Seeing, Firſt ro ma 
that which belongeth to the outwarde worſhip © 
God,to haue no more ground out ofthe wore 
then that which appertaineth vnto the ciuil m 
giſtracie. Se condly, to allowe of the popes ſuperi 
oritie as lawful, And thirdly,to holde that a mini 
ſter may be both a king and a miniſter, are wi 
ked and abſurd aſſertions, and as we ſee direct 
againſt the word. Therefore it is wicked in 
maner, to make the eccleſiaſtical gouerment te 
be an humane conſtitution: and not vnlikely b 
little and little, to paue the way for the vnderm 
ning of the ciuil gouernement; as the teaſon 
which our Rb. do bring for the ma intenaunce < 
their ſuperioritie, and experience vnder popetit 
do gue vs juſt cauſe to ſuſpect. For why may not 
a forged donation of Conſtantine, or Lodouicu

The thirde reaſon is thus framed, and I will b 
briefe. That forme of Church gouernement, a 
that booke or bookes,which teacheth, that there 
is ſomething to be oblerued, beſides that, whicł 
was included in the commiſſion giuen by our fa 
Math.28.19 uiour Chriſt varo his Apoſtles, wherinthey were 

enjoyned to teache men, to obſerue whatiocue 

he commanded, is a gouernement execrable 

accurſed by the ſpicite of God in plaine worde: 
Gal, 
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Gal.1.9: and ſo are the bookes. And being ſuch, 
far beit, that eyt her the gouerment,or the books 
ſnoulde be maintained by the authori tie of this 
high court of parliament. Such a curſe being pro 
nounced againſt the maintaining of execrable 
things, as we finde Deuter. 7. 15. But our forme of 
church gouernement in Wales, and this booke 
wich many others, publiſhed by authoritie teach 
the ſame. For where is it included, muchleſſe pre- 
ſcribed in the word, that our Sauiour Chriſt abo- 
liſhed an outward gouernment ef the Church in 
the Leuitical pollicy, being in no ſort an humane 
ordina nce, but altogether preſcribed by the lord 
himſelfe, to the end, that vnder the Goſpel there 
ſhould be no gouernement of the Church but an 
humane ordinance,that might lawfu!ly be chan- 
ed at the pleaſure of man? Or where is it reuea- 
ed, chat the Apoſtles gaue the ciuill magiſtrate, 
when any ſhould be in the Churchieʒthe com miſ- 
ſion to aboliſhe the Preſbytery by them eſtabli- 
ſhed.; becauſe there was no chriſtian magiſtrate 
inthe Churche, as our aduerſaries themſelues 
confeſſe: bur as the worde ſayth, * eſtabliſhed by 
the Lorde; and therefore not to be abrogated by 
the magiſtrate, vntill his pleaſure in that poynte 
be farther knowne: therefore this gouernment, 
& this book or books, are execrable & accutſcd. 
Laſtly, that forme ct Church gouernement, & 
that booke or books, which affirme the kingdom 
of Chriſte in the out warde gouernement, to be a 
kingdome that cann beſhaken, that is, altered, 
or remooued as the ceremoniall gouernement 
was: affirme that, which is contrarye to the ex- 
preſſe written word of God.

In deed if the conuocation houſe were ſuch as ir 
0 aw. to be, vx. a ſinod of fincere,and godly lear- 
ned miniſters, wherein matters of relligion were 
determined of according to the worde, and the 
det caule of God heard with out partiallitie, then in 
deed were it the ir partes to ſet downe ſot the 
direction of the parlament, ſuch thinges as were 
behoofull for the glorie of God, and the good of 
his church, & the parliament by their direction 
according to the word, ought to enjoine all the 
miniſters and people, whatlocuer 9 — 
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enacted by the ciuil ſtate, And if the conuocati - 
tion houſe were ſuch an aſlembly, then were it 
not laweful for the parliament, to eſtabliſh any 
thing in the matters apertaininge vnto the pure 
worthip of God, among their people, but that 
wherein they ſhould be directed, by the aduiſe 
of the churche gouernours. For as in a chriſti an

by their direction according to the word. So that 
Idge not denie, but that the conuocation houſe 
0 being an aſſembly of true and lawful church of- 
ficers, you oughtro vie their adviſe and direction F 
how the wants ofthe church might be ſupplied, 
Bur you ſhoulde not permit them to enact hat 
they would by their owne authoritie, eſpecially | 
cheir decrees being as now they are, tothe rati- 
fying of corruptions, and to the continuance of 
vngodly callings within theſe dominions.

And will youthen truſt thẽ 
with tho ouerſight of che people, who are of judg- 
ment, that they may lawfully ſtarue & murthet 
them Can you hope for any good to come vntò 
the church of God from that councel,wkere it is 
enacted, that it may be lawfull for a bond of mur- 
thcring nonreſidents to deſtroy the ſame Ifther + 
fore in the parliament of Englande, there be any 
care ot the glorye of God, and the libertie of his 
Church ; if any pitie and compaſſion of the ſtar- 
ued ſoliles of men, let others bee truſted to pro- 
uide foode for your people, and not thoſe, v hoſe 
very judgements are ſo darkened, that they hold 
it allowable by the worde, ſor them to take order, 
that men may not be fedd.

are guiltie of ſuch crimes, as the fauorableſt in- 
terpreter of theit proceedings, woulde of neceſ- 
fitic be drawne to giue this ſentence agamſtriie, | 
namely; That they are intollerable oppugners of 
Gods glory, and vtter enemies vnto the liberties 
of lis Church. And they ſhould alſo be dravne to 
confeſſe, that the parliament in maintayning the 
Conuocation houſe, did maintayne and defend, 
together with the hindering and ſmoochering of 
the trueth, not only the deformed ruines; but al- 
ſo the lamentable oppreſſion of the Church.

The parliament is de- 
fired to enact, that no vnla full calling be tolle - 
rated vnder the gouernment wichin the church 
of God in Wales; if they will not yeeld vnto this 
part of the ſuite, now put vp in the behalfe of that 
ople; what cloake doe they leaue vnto them- 
3 whereby they may but couer theit ſmall 
care to glorifie God ? Is not the caſe to be aſto- 
med at, that an allembly profeſſing true religion, 
eannot be drawne to yeeld vntò ſo juſt a requeſt, 
it is a hard matter I grant, to build the church of 
God: Men moſt willing to bring that worke to 
paſſe, cannot doe it; but there is no difficultic in 
the worlde, for the parliament of England to ma · 
nifeſt that, although they cannot go ſo far in pro- 
moting the Goſpell as they would wiſne; yet that 
they will not at any hand maintaine by lawe 
thing which may hinder the courſe thereof. Wel 
let as manye as are parliament men, loołe vnto 
this,as ſure as the Lord liueth, they ſhall anſwere

Where 
the pi woulle not ſuffer Paule to go to By thi- 
nia, but rather rooke his iourney to Macedonia, 
where by reue lation, verſe 9. i ochee was aſſured, 
that there was preparation made for the recey- 
uing of the goſpell. Concerning the other point, 
the miniſtcrs that ſhalbe ſent, muſt net be ſcatie- 
red a lunder, one here, and another there in the 
countr ieʒneither ſent one by one, but many muſt 
be ſent together, & placed ſo nere one another, as 
may be. And ſo the miniſters hauing ædiſication, 
wa comfort one by another,ſhall neither decay 
in their gifts, nor be diſcouraged; and the people 
by this meanes,ſhalbe ſure to be thorowly called. 
If che complaint be made for want of ſufficient 
men, and ſufficient ſtay for their liuings: For the

let them reſt, vntil it pleaſe the Lord by meanes 
of her Maieſty, and the parlament, to bring theni 
within the land of promiſe, no though they wete 
vppon mount Nebo, whence with their cies they 
nught view the ſame. They haue delt, and deal ſe-

Ezekiel in deo is not nowe liuing, to put you 
in mind of the neceſſity of redreſſing the things 
amis, by laying open the corruptions of all eſtates 
ynder your goucrnwent,as he doth cap.

There is a con- 
ſpiracy of her prophets in the midde ſt thereof, 
ſaith tlie prophet, like a roring lyon, rauening the 
pray, they haue deuoured ſoules, they haue taken 
the riches and the precious thinges: 28 
made her many widdows in the middeſt thereof, 
her prieſts haue broken my la, and haue dehled 
my holy things:they haue put no difference be- 
rwe ene the holy & profane, neither diſcerned be- 
tween the — 2 and the W hid 

elt 
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their eies from my ſabboth, and I am profaned a- 
mong them. Her princes in the middeſt thereof 
are like wolues rauening the pray, to ſhed blood 
and to deſtroy ſoules, for their owne couetous Jus 
cre. And her prophets haue daubed her with vn: 
tempered mortet, ſeeing vanities, and deuminge 
lyes vnto them, ſayibg, thus ſaith the Lord leho- 
uah,when Ichouah had not ſpoken, The people 
of the land liaue violent ly oppreſſed, by robbing 
and ſpoiling, and haue 1 the poor and needy: 
2 haue opreſſed the ſtranger againſt right. 
Thus far Ezechiel. Be the ſinns of our prophets, 
of our princes, and of our people the lame, that 
here he ſpeketh againſt, be they greater or be the 
leſſe: yet without controuerſie, if the Lord may 
ſay, l haue ſought for a man in the parliament of 
England, that thould make. vp the hedge, & ſtand 
in the gapp, before me for the land, that I ſhould 
not deſtroy it, but l found none: then woe be vnto 
vs, for that ſhal follow,which is ſer downe in the 
prophete. Therefore haue I powred our mine in- 
dignation vppon them, and conſumed them with 
the fier of my wrath:theirown waies haue l ren- 
dered vpon their heads, ſaitli the Lord lehouah; 
And vnleſſe there were juſt cauſe to thinke that 
this Lorde, had either already or ſnortly ment to 
pronounce this ſentence againſt vs, we might cõ- 
temne and ſcorn at the broken aſſalts of the Spa- 
niards, or any other the enemies of the Goſpel, 
and her Maieſties whoſoeuer. But as long as we 
giue not the right hand to the Lord, by entering 
into his ſanctuarye, we haue juſt cauſe to feare a 
nation that is no nation, much more a people in 
number as the ſand, yhich is by the ſe aſhore. Out 
| leagues 
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leagues and moſt ſtable couenants with the ene - 
mies; the Lord will ſoone diſanul, ſtanding thus at 
the ſtaffes end with his Maieſtie, as we doe. 
Let it not be ſayd in this place, that the Lord 
would not haue ſo wonderfully wrought our late 
deliueraunce, out of the hand of the Spaniarde, 
if he ment at al to haue called the land to recko- 
ning for the great igno:ance, and wicked eccleſi- 
aſticall conſſitutions, which are truly ſayd to be 
maintained therein. For this, both Moſes and Sa- 
loman, noie to be the man of all thoſe that ſhall pent 2919 
not prolong their dayes, Moſes warneth al ſtares 49.20. 
in any caſe to take heed, that there ſhovld not 
be among them, man,weman, family, nor tribe, 
which ſhould turne his hart away from the Lord 
God, ſo that when he heareth che wordes ct the 
curſe, he blelle him ſelſe in his hart, ſay ing, I ſhall 
haue peace though I walked after the ſtubborne- 
nes of mine owne hart, thus adding drunkennes 
vnto thirſt, For faith he, the Lord wil not be mer- 
ciſull vnto that man: but then the wrath of the 
Lorde ſhall ſmoke againſt that man, and euerx 
curſe that is written in this booke ſhal light vpon 
tim, and the Lord thall put out his name from 
vnder hæauen, & the Lord (hal ſeperate him vnto 
cuil. according vnto all the curſes that is xriten 
iu the bocke of the laue. And Scloman knowing 1, (9-11 
the corruptions of men to be ſuch,as their bart 13. KF; 
are fully ſet in them ta doe euil, becauſe ſentence 
againſt their euil works is not ſpedely execured, 
openly teſtiſieth, that although a ſinner doe euill 
an hundreth times, & the Lord prolong his days, 
yet it hal only be well, wi them that feare the 
Lord, and do reuerence before him. Bur it ſhall 
ä Dot 
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not be wel with the wicked(laith befor he ſhalbe 
like a ſhadow,becauſc he feareth not before God. 
And therefore a though at this time the Lords 
anger hath not viſited, nor calcd the ſinnes of our 
land to account, with gret extremity by the hand 
of the Spanya rd: yet let vs be alluredgthatit ſhall 
not goe wel with vs,vri-fſe you of the high court 
of parliament,ſhew that you feare your God, and 
doe reuerence before him, in purgirg out of his 
holy ſeruice, hat ſocuer is ſuperfluous therein, 
and in adding whatſoe uer is wanting therevnto, | * 
The Lord by that deliuerance, gaue vs warning 
that he palledby vs, but ſo, as vnleſſe the corrup- 
tions of his ſeruice be clean don away with ſpeed 
by her Maicſty and the parliament, meaneth to 
paſſe by vs no more: but to ſuffer his whol dilplea- 
lure to fall yppon vs, at his next comming. And 
in deed, as often as I conſider our late defence 
from the Spanilli invaſion, together with our de- 
ſerts, I am induced to think, that the Lord then 
was affected towards vs, ss ſomtimes he was to- 
wards Iſtael his owne people, concerning whom 
he ſpeaketh, Deut. 32. 26. I haue ſayd, l would ſcat- 
ter them abrod, l wold make their remembrance 
to ceaſe from among men, ſaue that 1 feared the 
fury of the enemie, ſeſt their aduerſarics ſhould 
wax proud, & leſt they ſhould ſay, our high hand 
: and not the Lord hath done al this. Therefore let 
not our deliuerance harden, you of the parlia- 
ment, in the ſinn of maintayning the breaches 
. of the Lords houſe. The ſame Lord that wroughe 
our deliuerance, wil ſurely be the cauſe of our ru- 
ine, if his honor be ſo neglected by you as vſually 


before time it hath ben. And we are to take * 
| t 
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leſt the Lord ſeeing our profane, and vaine inſul- 
ting of the victory, when we are not a whit bet · 
tered thereby, ſend ſome leremy a vs which 
may cry, as he did vnto the king, and of his 
time, in the like matter. Thus faith the Lord God 
of lirael, thus ſhal you ſay to the parliament of 
England. Behold, except at this your meeting. all 
the deformities that are tollerated in my ſeruice, 
be at once done a way, and except you grant free 
i vnto my go'pel: the nauy of the Spaniard 
vhich Idiſcomſi: ed before you, ſhal come againe, 
and fight againſt this land, and waſte it with fire 
and ſword.

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ſpectes, in compariſon of the value and ſtrerigth | 


of gur men and munirion{and the Lord increaſe 
them athouſand fold more) that this God,whoſe 
ſeruice is ſolitle eſtemed of vs, wil ſend a terror 
into the hart of our valianteſt and ſtouteſt men, 
fo that he, whoſe hart is as the hart of a lion, ſhal- 
be as weake as water: and on enemye ſhal chaſe a 
thouſand of vs, becauſe the hand of the Lord wil- 
be againſt vs for our ſinns.

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For although the army of the Spaniard were cõ- 
ſumed with the arrowes of famine:although the 
contagious and deuouring peſtilence had eaten 
them vp by thouſands: although their totterting 
ſhipps were diſperſed, and caried away with the 
whirlwinde and tempeſt, although madneſſe and 
aſtoniſhment were amongſt them, from him that 
ſitteth in the throane, vnto her that grindeth in 
the mill: although the Lords reuenging {word,in 
the hand of our valiant captaines and ſouldiers, 
had ſo preuailed againſt them, as it had left none 
in that vncircumciled hoaſt, but languiſhing and 
foyled men, notwithſtanding a contemptible, & 
wythered remnant, of the plague and famine: a 
navie of winde and weather beaten ſhips,a refuſe 
of fecble and diſcomfir:d men,ſhalbe ſufficiently 
able ro prevaile againſt this lande; vnleſſe ano- 
ther coutſe be taken for Gods glory in Wales by 
your Hh. then hitherto hath bene.

What I haue written in this whol 
treatiſe, lam ready by the grace of God, perſonal . 
ly to make good (though it were vppon mig 
termoſt peri) whenſoeuer I ſhalbe therevn - 
led, by you of this honorable aſſembly; wherein 
there are many of good eſtimation and credit, 
who vpon che motion of mine apperance by this 
houſe, wil hᷣttuſt, vndertake that l ſhall come to 
ſtand vnto the premiſes by me ſer downe.

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a5 the auncient priueledges and liberties of this 
houſe,do giue leauc(during the parliament)vnto 
any that are ſuitors thereunto, quietly to follow 
their ſuits without feare of any arreſt, and being 
arreſted, do preſently deliuer and ſet them free, l 
was not ſuffred to enioy any the former liberties. 
But contrary vnto all religion, lav, equity, and 


conſcience, to the great derogatiõ of the liberties 


of this noble court, was committed cloſe priſoner 
by ſome who abuſed rhe high commiſſionʒ their 
dealing might haue appeared more tollerable, 
& leſſe derogatorious vnto your Hh.&worthips, 
it they had ſhewed any cauſe of mine impriſon- 
mẽtſtheir abuſed authority only excepted) which 
vnto this day is altogether vnknowne vnto me. 
know, that the infirmitics and wants of men, 
who deale in good cauſes, are commonly beaten 
vyppon the back of the cauſe they handle.

But hat 
follie is it to thinke;thar ſuch great matters wilbe

Nowe ſocuer it be, thus Hhaue per- 
formed a duty towards the dead my 
country, & you of this high court, which 1 wold 
doe if it were to be done againe, though l were 
aſſured to endanger my life thereby. And be it 
knovne, that in this caſe I am not afraid of earth. 
If Iperiſh I periſn. My comforte is, that I knowe 
whither to go, & in that day wherein the ſecrets 
of all heaits ſhal be manifeſted, the finccrity alſo 
af my cauſe ſnal apeare. lt isinough for . 
ſever I be mi in regard of my ſinnes, that 
onto Chtiſt, both liue and die, and purpoſe

church, otherwiſe then hitherto I haue dou. The 
Lord is able to raiſe vp thoſe that are of puerer 
hands and lipps then I am, to write and ſpeak in 
the cauſe of his honor in Wales.
